California Notes. 

{from our own Oorrupondwt.) 
Your readers will not forget the siul 
yet sublime spectacle of ths burning of 
that noble edifice, known U the Cali 
foruia Institution for the Deaf and 

Dumb and Blind. Today the ruins of 

the stately pile stand oat in gloomy oon 

traBttothe hills clad with verdure in the 

background and the gently descending 
slopes clad in their spring dress which 
stretch away to the margin of the bay. 
The walls and turrets and the lofly skel 
eton chimneys looming up like fa 
stalagmites remind one ol the pictures of 
ruined castles of feudal times. 

The fire which destroyed this splendid 

edifice occurred on January 17th, 1878. 
The contract for erecting a, temporary 

structure was promptly entered into with 
Mr. Alfred W. Ibirrell, and the earprn 
ter work on the new building was corn- 
commenced as early as February IB, 
thanks to Principal Warring Wilkinson, 
J. Mora Moss and the Hoard of Direc- 
tors. 

The building is being put up two hun- 
dred feet in a north-oasternly direction 
from the lato institution. It is in shape 
something like the capital letter T, It 
presents an entire frontage north and 
south of one hundred and fifty feet. The 

wing running east with the hill, is sixty 

by twenty feet. On the north and south 
of the main structure arc projections or 

extensions which will bo, occupied as 
lavatories, bath rooms and hospital. The 
wing will be Set apart for the enliii.irv 
department, servants' and store rooms. 

Tho first story is being out Op into 
class rooms and main ollices in front, and 
in the rear, two sitting room and a dining 
hall. In tho second story there are live 
dormitories, three for the l.ovs and the 
other two for tho girls, with the room;; 
of the officers of the Institution sand 
wiched between the two. The halls are 
broad and airy, and afford ample means 
for instant egress in the event of any 
calamity similar to that which has just, 
occurred. The building throughout will 

be thoroughly wnt.ilil.ed and heated and 
abundantly supplied with Water and light.
